Conjugated Flu Vaccine 
More Effective for Elderly 


Binding the flu vaccine with the diphtheria tox- 
oid increases the vaccine’s effectiveness in the 
elderly, according to an article in the Aug 8, 
1988, issue of Medical World News. People older 
than 65 are especially susceptible to influenza but 
about 50% of them cannot produce sufficient 
antibody responses to the vaccine. 

Researchers at the Veterans Administration 
Hospital in Madison, Wis, studied 72 elderly 
people. The participants received either two 
intramuscular injections of vaccine four weeks 
apart or one injection of vaccine and one of 
placebo. The vaccine injections were either the 
usual trivalent flu vaccine or a vaccine conju- 
gated with diphtheria toxoid. 

After the second dose, 79% to 89% of the peo- 
ple who received the conjugated vaccine at the 
highest dose level had adequate antibody 
responses to three antigens in the vaccine. Of the 
group that received the standard vaccine, only 
38% to 63% had adequate antibody responses.
